Two hundred years ago, U.S. 
troops patrolled the streets of 
the town that is now Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, and residents 
were expected to obey the 
orders of the American sol- 

The year 1813 can easily be 
argued to be the worst year in 
the history of Niagara. 

After losing the Battle of Fort 
George the town then known as 
Niagara was in American hands. 
Most of the able-bodied men 
and older boys had left with the 
retreating British militia forces 
to head to Burlington Heights. 

Thousands of enemy troops 
were camped on local door- 

Cam Anderson and Joel 
Petriello are students with Parks 
Canada who were hired as part 
of the Niagara Under 
Occupation program. 

As students rotate, residents 
and visitors can expect to see 
American troops walking 
around the town. 

"This is our third day out and 
it's been really interesting," said 
Petriello.

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Re-enactment of Niagara occupation adds appreciation of battle

From May to December 
1813, American troops 
were looking for food, 
spoils of war and British 
sympathizers. The Union 
Jack was replaced by the 
American Flag. 

Niagara was a town 
under occupation. It was a 
difficult time for the 
women, children and 
elderly who were having to 
carry on with their lives, 
running their farms and 
businesses. 

Some men led by Joseph 
Willcocks, Joined the 
American side and formed 
the Canadian Volunteers. 

The American forces 
attempted to rout the 
British from Burlington, 
but were repulsed at the 
Batde of Stony Creek June 
6. The occupying 
Americans were being 
continually harassed by 
Native forces and British 
patrols. 

While American offi¬ 
cers were staying at the 
residence of Laura Secord, 
in Queenston, she over¬ 
heard their plans. On June 
22, she embarked on her 
famous walk to warn the 
British forces at 
Beaverdams. Because of 
her journey. Native and 
British forces were able to 
ambush and defeat the 


Americans. 

The U.S. forces were 
unable to break out from 
Niagara and Fort George 
to win a strategic victory. 
As the months wore on, 
many of the U.S. militia 
forces returned to their 
homes. Faced with dwin¬ 
dling forces and winter 
weather U.S. General 
McClure abandoned 
Niagara and crossed the 
Niagara River to U.S. soil 
on Dec. 10,1813. 

As he left, his forces set 
fire to the town of Niagara, 
which set the stage for fur¬ 
ther repercussions, even¬ 
tually leading to the burn¬ 
ing of Washington and the 
White House. 

This summer, 200 years 
later, the 15 stars and 
stripes flag is flying on 
Queen and King Streets. 
Visitors and residents will 
also see U.S. guard houses. 
Just as if the town was 
under foreign occupation. 

The American soldiers 
patrolling Queen Street 
are expected to draw atten¬ 
tion. Tourists are stopping 
for photos, and being told 
by die U.S. soldiers not to 
offer assistance to the 
enemy, the British. 

Niagara Under 
Occupation will lead up to 
Niagara on Fire, which will 
be held in Market Square 6

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Tribute paid to soldiers who died at Battle of Fort George

The Battle of Fort George 
is over, the Americans have 
won and the town is under 
occupation by U.S. soldiers 
as the town commemo¬ 
rates events of 200 years 
ago. 

But before the soldiers 
arrived on Queen St. to 
remind visitors and resi¬ 
dents of their occupation of 
the town for about six 
months of 1813, tribute was 
paid to those who died in 
that battle when American 
troops crossed the Niagara 
River and stormed the 
grounds that are now 
known locally as the rifle 

The weather was mag¬ 
nificent and the battle was 
easy to imagine in the vast 
open fields of isolated loca¬ 
tion on what is now Parks 
Canada property on 
Lakeshore Rd., says 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 


member Tony Chisholm. 

About 50 people listened 
to the details of the battle 
as described in clear and 
moving detail by Ron Dale, 
at the event led by Parks 
Canada’s Jarred Picher. 

The battlefield is not 
open to the public, so for 
many it was a rare opportu¬ 
nity to tour the site of what 
Picher described as some 
of the fiercest fighting of 
the War of 1812. 

Rev. Bob Wright of St 
Mark’s Church gave a mov¬ 
ing address, a reminder of 
events of 200 years ago and 
a commemoration of the 
Battle of Fort George. 

The battle, a piece of our 
history, “has helped to 
shape us as persons, root 
us as part of this commu¬ 
nity of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, and has helped to 
forge our identity as 
Canadians," he said. 

“But most importantly 
we come together to hon¬ 
our the sacrifice of those 
died this day.” 


There was a moment of 
silence as the crowd bowed 
their heads to the soldiers 
who died and are still bur¬ 
ied in the hallowed 
ground. 

The effect of a lone 
bugler playing was dramat¬ 
ic and moving, says 
Chisholm, and was fol¬ 
lowed by soldiers in period 


uniforms firing a cannon 
on the bluffs over-looking 
the lake. 

“Immediately a large 
flock of birds ascended 
over the scene and I 
couldn’t help but imagine 
that each bird represented 
a dead soldier still buried 
beneath our feet.” 

Two plaques were then 


unveiled to mark the bat¬ 
tlefield with the names of 
the fallen. 

Following the ceremony 
Parks Canada historian and 
author Ron Dale conduct¬ 
ed a tour of the area and 
described in detail the 
actions and batde that took 
place 200 years ago. 

It was die bloodiest bat¬ 


tle ever fought by local 
militia, he said, with 1,000 
British, Canadian and 
native allies facing 5,000 
American soldiers. 

About 100 soldiers from 
the Battle of Fort George 
and other smaller skir¬ 
mishes are believed to be 
buriedonthe battleground, 
he said.

It's helpful to 
keep stickers 
that come with 
plants 


One thing we learn from 
gardening is patience. 

Rushing things just 
does not work and I find if 
you are relaxed among 
your plants they grow bet- 

Did you ever watch one 
of the science programs 
where there were elec¬ 
tronic monitors attached 
to the leaves of some 
plants? A worker enters 
and clips off some leaves 
at random, then leaves. 
Later several people enter 
and leave, and nothing 
registers on the monitors. 

Then the person who 
had done the cutting 
enters and all the moni¬ 
tors react. It is good to cut 
off dead leaves (they stress

the plant), but telling a 
plant or shrub it is looking 
good can only help - flat¬ 
tery works, so try it.

There are topics we 
don’t talk about, like per¬ 
sonal finances, yet cir¬ 
cumstances push us to 
seek counsel from others

In the past it’s been 
easy to assume, but as 
with other topics, like sex,

As a minister I’ve pre¬ 
sided over many funeral 
services, and recently my

question to a funeral 
director confirmed my 
sense that the number of 
people choosing to have 
their remains cremated 
has been on the rise. 

Throughout human 
history it has been deemed 
that the dead are to be 
treated with sacred 
respect. 

We all know burial 
grounds or cemeteries, no 


matter how recent or 
ancient, are not to be dis¬ 
turbed. We also knowhow 
important it is for families 
to have the remains of a 
loved one returned home 
when they die in a far¬ 
away place. 

We also know that 
between various cultures 
and religions there are 
widely different practices 
when it comes to dealing 
with the body of a 
deceased. 

In my conversations 
around town I’ve heard 
responses to the ques¬ 
tions of funeral practices 
that range from indiffer¬ 
ence (“Do whatever you 
want with me after I’m 
gone; I won’t care”), to 
very emotional arguments 
that “burial” is the only 
option. 

Associated with the 
belief of burial are pri¬ 
marily Christian under¬ 


standings of the bodily 
resurrection of the dead. 

The image of cremat¬ 
ing the body and the 
Bible’s image of being cast 
into the "fiery lake” of hell 
as eternal judgment are 
too closely associated for 
many Christians to con¬ 
sider the idea of crema¬ 
tion. 

Along with this are 
comments of the ancient 
burial practice in the 
Bible, and the example of 
Jesus having been laid in 

These are good points 
of discussion, and I’ll 
admit my personal 
assumption that my body 
will be buried after I die. 

Yet as a journalist I put 
forward the discrepancy 
between the practice of 
laying a body in a tomb/ 
cave (as was Jesus and 
other Biblical characters), 
and the practice today of 


embalming the body 
before it is buried under 
six feet of earth. I’ve 
heard from individuals 
that the rationale for cre¬ 
mation is they don’t want 
to take up valuable space 
in a cemetery, which will 
require years of lawn 

The comment is some¬ 
times made that crema¬ 
tion is environmentally 
green. There is also the 
assumption that crema¬ 
tion is cheaper than buri¬ 
al. However, as with many 
purchases these days, less 
expense depends upon 
the choice of add-ons. 

Those who speak in 
favor of cremation express 
that whether buried or 
cremated the body will 
decay to the point where 
it becomes dust of the 

Cremation simply 
speeds the process along. 


For some families crema¬ 
tion allows the option of 
flexibility in planning a 
memorial service at a 
later date. 

Cremation also allows 
for more options as to a 
location where to place or 
scatter the remains of a 
loved one. These are also 
good points for consider- 

Whether the choice is 
burial or cremation I 
would encourage families 
to have this discussion. I 
consider making plans for 
the ultimate departure 
not as morbid, but an act 
of faith, knowing that one 
day someone will have to 
make the arrangements 
after I’m gone. 

It would be good if they 
had some indication 
beforehand as to what I 
would prefer. 

My view is, don’t leave 
them guessing. 
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Chamber takes another stab at asking Town for tax rebate for heritage buildings

It’s been more than 15 
years since the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Chamber of 
Commerce began advocat¬ 
ing for tax relief for owners 
of heritage buildings hard- 
hit with crippling tax 
increases following the 
implementation of market- 
value assessments. 

Executive director Janice 
Thomson was at council 
Monday to oudine the 
value of heritage to the 


Town, and to again ask 
council to consider a heri¬ 
tage tax rebate. 

When she first asked for 
help, she was told by the 
Town that it was a provin¬ 
cial issue, and about five 
years later, in 2001, the 
province came up with a 
solution. 

But without council sup¬ 
port, owners of buildings 
that are designated, within 
the heritage district or any¬ 
where in town, commercial 
or residential, are unable to 
apply for the 40% rebate 
the provincial program 


allows. 

It would provide relief to 
heritage property owners 
of about $1.8 million a year, 
and would cost the Town 
$313,238 in lost revenue, 
Thomson said. The remain¬ 
ing cost would be covered 
by the region and the prov- 

In the years since the 
Chamber first requested 
the Town take full advan¬ 
tage of the rebate program, 
more than $11 million in 
taxes has been “needlessly 
paid,” she said, with only 
17% of that staying locally— 


the rest goes to the region 
and the province—while 
other municipalities reap 
the benefit. 

“The unique environ¬ 
ment, particularly in the 
heritage district, requires 
strong partnership between 
merchants and the Town in 
order to ensure long-term 
sustainability. We feel that 
the proven value the heri¬ 
tage district brings to the 
NOTL brand also merits 
respect and consideration.” 

The heritage tax rebate 
program, she said, "is the 
single most important 


action this council an take 
to support businesses in 
NOTL.” 

The Town’s portion of 
the rebate should be con¬ 
sidered an investment in 
economic development, as 
heritage preservation is at 
the root of the town’s image, 
she said, asking for the 
rebate program to be imple¬ 
mented this year. 

“We are appealing to 
your sense of fairness. The 
program exists, it was 
designed for NOTL’s heri¬ 
tage district by the prov¬ 
ince, and many years have 


passed without addressing 
this critical need." 

Counc. Terry Flynn suc¬ 
cessfully put forward a 
motion for town staff to 
investigate a rebate, but 
added that since the previ¬ 
ous council turned down a 
motion to reconsider the 
program, it might be impos¬ 
sible to bring it back to the 

The challenge, said 
Town CAO Mike Galloway, 
is collecting the revenue 
lost through the rebate pro¬ 
gram from the rest of the 
tax base.

Buist. 

The Region asked for 
council support to crack 
down on smoking in 
parks, playgrounds, sports 
fields, splash pads, bus 
shelters and beaches, and 
the Town council agrees. 

But there could be con¬ 
fusion over wording that 
refers to parking lots, 
municipal sidewalks and 
trails, says Buist. 

The draft bylaw pro¬ 
poses banning smoking 
on trails, but not on 
municipal sidewalks. 

However, in NOTL, it 
can be difficult to distin¬ 
guish between the two, 
when some trails are used 
as sidewalks, say Buist. 

For example, the Bob 
Howse Memorial Trail 
through Virgil is a contin¬ 
uation of a sidewalk, and 


it would require extra 
signs to explain where the 
smoking ban begins and 

The recreational trail 
on John Street is also used 
as a sidewalk. 

The regional report 
defines sidewalks, and 
excluding some, and 
trails, which in some cases 
could be considered side- 

For purposes of educa¬ 
tion, enforcement and 
signage it would be diffi¬ 
cult to explain which side¬ 
walks and trails are 
included and which are 
not, says Buist. Eliminating 
all sidewalks and trails 
from the bylaw eliminates 
the need to differentiate. 

The same applies to 
parking lots—the regional 
proposal includes some 
parking areas and 
excludes other. 

Excluding all parking 
areas eliminates confu¬ 
sion, simplifies education 
and enforcement and 
reduces the need for more 
signs, says Buist. 

NOTL town councillors 
approved his recommen¬ 
dations, which will go 
back to the public health 
department. 

All municipalities are 
being asked to comment 
on the proposed bylaw by 
the end of June, and 


sometime later this sum¬ 
mer or early fall a bylaw 
will be presented to 
regional council before 
coming back to Niagara 
municipalities for approv¬ 
al. 

There are several ben¬ 
efits to smoke-free out¬ 
door spaces, including 
safer and healthier com¬ 
munities, protection of 
residents from the harm¬ 
ful effects of second-hand 
smoke, providing a posi¬ 
tive role modeling for 
youth and decreasing the 
chances that youth will 
start to smoke, council¬ 
lors heard from the public 
health department. 

The smoke-free legisla¬ 
tion would also reduce lit¬ 
ter and pollution from 
discarded cigarette butts, 
and would encourage 
smokers to quit or cut 
back, regional public 
health representatives 
told NOTL councillors in 
February. 

Provincial legislation 
protects children by pro¬ 
hibiting smoking out¬ 
doors on properties that 
contain day nurseries, 
elementary and high 
schools, but doesn't apply 
to high-use areas such as 
parks and playgrounds, 
councillors were told. 

Provincial legislation 
specifies that smoking is 


not permitted anywhere 
on school property, is 
prohibited within nine 
metres of hospitals and 
long-term care facilities 
and on patios which have 
a roof or an overhang. 

A survey conducted by 
the Niagara Region public 
health between May and 
June last year indicated 
overwhelming support for 
a move to toughen 
bylaws. 

Education, enforce¬ 
ment and signage would 
be the responsibility of 
the Region, with educa¬ 
tion the focus for the first 
year, followed by fines 
issued the second year. 

The recommended fine 
for not complying with 
the bylaw is $250 with 
applicable court fees, total 
payable fine being $305.

Suspension bridge allows those on 
Secord walk to cross creek safely

It’s not just for those following 
Laura Secord in her walk through 
history, although it beats crossing 
Twelve Mile Creek on a slippery log, 
as she is thought to have done on her 
way to warn the British of an 
American attack. 

The suspension bridge that will 
allow those following in her foot¬ 
steps to cross the creek safely was 
officially opened Saturday, with 
much celebration after almost two 
years of negotiations. 

But in addition to being an inte¬ 
gral part of the commemoration of 
the Laura Secord walk expected to 
attract hundreds June 22, 200 years 
after her historic trek, it will leave a 
legacy of connected trails for the 
thousands who enjoy the paths of 
Short Hills Provincial Park, where 
the bridge is located. 

The 18-metre suspension bridge 
was the brainchild of Caroline 


McCormick, president of the Friends 
of Laura Secord and a direct descen¬ 
dant of the woman who had such a 
huge impact on the course of the 
War of 1812—Secord is credited with 
helping the British win the Battle of 
Beaverdams. 

The bridge was funded by an 
anonymous donor, with help from 
Tom Rankin, who was thanked for 
his commitment to the community. 

Rankin Construction installed the 
pre-fabricated bridge, which was 
copied from an environmentally sen¬ 
sitive design of a New Zealand bridge, 
and got it done on time for the June 
22 event, which will be attended by 
Laureen Harper, wife of Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper. 

The 32-kilometre trail, which 
begins at the Queenston homestead 
of Secord and continues to DeCew 
House in Thorold, has been broken 
into five stages for the ease of those 
who wish to participate in the com¬ 
memoration but don't want to walk 
the entire distance.

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A diagnosis missed 98% of time - iron overload

What’s the diagnosis 
when a middle-aged man 
seems to be dying of heart 
failure, but his coronary 
arteries and heart valves 
are normal? 

I doubt that many have 
an answer. But don’t feel 
bad as it’s also missed by 
most doctors even though 
iron overload is the most 
common genetic disease 
of white males. 

I’ve heard this remark 
many times from patients: 
"I’m so tired. Could the 
problem be that my blood 

Sometimes the patient 
is right and iron is needed 
to treat anemia. But if the 
diagnosis is hemochroma¬ 
tosis (iron overload), a 
prescription for iron is a 
death sentence. 

Trosseau, a French phy¬ 
sician, first described this 
problem in 1865. At that 
time hemochromatosis 
was considered a rare 
occurrence. 

Now one and a half mil¬ 
lion North Americans have 
this abnormal gene, or 
about one in 250 people. 
But only about 10 percent 
will develop symptoms, for 
reasons we do not under¬ 
iron overload is primar¬ 
ily a disease of white peo¬ 
ple. It is less common in 
blacks and practically 
unknown in Asians. 
Normally, it makes its 
appearance at ages in the 
40s and 50s and affects five 
times more men than 
women. 

We all need iron to sur¬ 
vive every day and con¬ 
sume 10 to 20 milligrams 
(mg) of iron in our diet. 
But we only need one mg, 
so a little Iron goes a long 
way. This same amount is 
lost daily from shedding 
skin cells, bowel and uri¬ 
nary tract contents. 

Hepcidin, a liver pro¬ 
tein, normally protects us 
from iron overload with 
the bowel absorbing what's

needed and discarding the 
rest in feces. 

But if a defective gene is 
present there’s decreased 
production of hepcidin, 
the intestinal balance is 
lost, resulting in unregu¬ 
lated absorption of iron. 

It’s been said that “too 
much of anything is worse 
than none at all” In this 
case excessive amounts of 
iron cause damage to 
many organs in the body. 

This is the reason that 
the middle-aged man with 
normal coronary arteries 
and heart valves is suffer¬ 
ing from heart failure. 

The muscles of the heart 
have been infiltrated with 
iron causing a weakened 
heartbeat. Too much iron 
can also interfere with the 
electrical conduction sys¬ 
tem of the heart, triggering 
an irregular rhythm. 

The liver is the organ 
most often affected by Iron 
overload. It may result in 
cirrhosis of the liver which 
in turn can lead to liver 

In addition, excessive 
amounts of iron will grad¬ 
ually destroy the pancreas 
that produces insulin. This 
results In a disease called, 
“bronze diabetes” since 
the Iron deposited in the 
skin causes a bronze pig¬ 
mentation. 

Arthritis is also a com¬ 
mon symptom involving 
the knuckles and first 
joints of the first two fin¬ 
gers. Men often notice a 
loss of sex drive or impo¬ 
tence. And women are 
more likely to have scanty 
periods or face early meno- 

Hemochromatosis is 
often a missed diagnosis 
for one common reason. 
No-one thinks about it. 
Often patients see several 


doctors before the diagno- 

One would think that 
with so many laboratory 
tests being done today, 
surely iron overload would 
be diagnosed and treated. 
But the routine blood test 
does not detect it. 

Doctors must check the 
blood level of serum ferri¬ 
tin, the protein that stores 
iron, and the best indica¬ 
tor that excessive amounts 
of iron are present. 

But if further testing 
shows that transferrin, the 
protein that carries iron in 
the circulation is saturated 
with iron, this confirms the 
diagnosis. 

Be sure to ask your doc¬ 
tor about blood ferritin if 
you are aware of a family 
history of hemochromato¬ 


sis. Or if close family mem¬ 
bers have been treated for 
unexplained cases of cir¬ 
rhosis , heart failure or if 
liver function tests have 
been abnormal. 

It’s also prudent to 
check blood ferritin if 
you’re taking vitamin C. 
This vitamin increases the 
amount of iron absorbed 
from the bowel and could 
result in hastening the 
adverse effects of hemo¬ 
chromatosis. 

The treatment of iron 
overload is a periodic 
removal of blood from cir¬ 
culation. But before this is 
started it is prudent to have 
genetic testing done.
